MESSAGE FROM THE CHAIRPERSON 


Dear Minister: 


It is my pleasure to submit the annual report of the Ontario Film Development Corporation 


(OFDC) for the year ending March 31, 1993. 


Ontario’s dynamic film and television industry recorded a strong performance this year. 
Production activity in 1992-93 assisted by the OFDC totalled a very substantial $346.6 million. 
Film production generates vast economic spin-offs, touching everything from hotels to car rental 
companies to fast food outlets. Through the deepest recession since the 1930s, the film and tele- 
vision sector has proven a source of stabil- 
ity and strength for the Ontario economy.

The total annual remuneration of 
the members of the Board of 
Directors for the fiscal year ended 
March 31,1993 was $32,956.59. 


These bottom-line results justify the Ontario government's decision to maintain the resources of 
the OFDC despite extreme pressure on public finances. With the government's continued sup- 
port, the OFDC has played a critical role in keeping the film and television industry buoyant. 
We sustain the complete filmmaking process, from script development through marketing. 


The OFDC attracts private financing to the film industry by providing rebates to investors 
through the Ontario Film Investment Program (OFIP). This incentive program alone supported 
$126.7 million in Ontario-based Canadian film production this year. 


Recognizing OFIP’s value, the government in early 1993 announced the renewal of the 
program for a further two years. The OFDC and the industry as a whole deeply appreciate 
this expression of confidence in the future of Ontario filmmakers. The OFDC’s Non-theatrical 
Film Fund, which supports films to meet a diverse array of learning needs, has also been 


renewed for 1993-94. 


The film and television industry has a profound cultural impact, reflecting Canadian society, 
values and perspectives. In all investment decisions, the OFDC looks first and foremost for a 
quality creative vision — for, by and about Canadians. 


We were heartened to learn that an OFDC-financed film, | Love a Man in Uniform, will 
premiere at the prestigious Directors Fortnight at the 1993 Cannes Film Festival. This project 
tapped four OFDC programs — Production, Development, Location Services and OFIP — demon- 
strating the relevance of our varied program mix. 


The dedicated people who work in Ontario's film and television industry deserve full credit for 
this year’s outstanding performance. It is their talent and effort the OFDC exists to nurture 
and support.

| am happy to report that in 1992-93 the Ontario Film Development Corporation continued 
to make an indispensable contribution to the prosperity of Ontario's innovative film and tele- 
vision sector. Our programs helped sustain a high volume of production activity, as 121 
projects shot in Ontario during the year. 


The Ontario Film Investment Program (OFIP) committed $14.1 million in rebates to investors 
in 37 film and television projects. Without these incentives, our independent film production 


sector would surely have been severely affected by the recession. 
MESSAGE FROM THE CEO

Once again, Canadian producers were the mainstay of our film industry, accounting for 
$283.7 million in production. As a result, Ontario's well established infrastructure of facili- 
ties, locations, crews and talent remained active and employed. 


Attracted by the OFDC’s aggressive location promotion campaign, foreign shooting 

injected $62.9 million into Ontario’s economy. The OFDC worked closely with other 
Canadian film commissions and the federal government to counter the American offensive to 
keep film projects shooting exclusively in the United States. 


In 1992-93 the OFDC invested directly in an eclectic slate of feature films — ranging from 
John Greyson’s Zero Patience, a low-budget first feature by producers Louise Garfield and 
Anna Stratton, to Love and Human Remains, Denys Arcand’s first English-language motion 
picture. We believe these imaginative films will appeal to the growing segment of the 
movie-going public interested in intelligent, well-crafted productions. 


We were encouraged by the box office success of several OFDC-Financed films this year. 
Naked Lunch and Highway 61 both ranked among the top five grossing films in Canada in 
1992, while La Florida recorded over a million dollar box office during its successful launch 
in Quebec in the first quarter of 1993. Similarly, on television, Ontario productions such as 
The Diviners and School’s Out: The Degrassi Movie won critical acclaim and topped the 
Canadian ratings. 


The OFDC is responding to the rich diversity of Ontario’s people. This year as in the past 
we supported professional development for women filmmakers as well as filmmakers from 
the First Nations, multicultural, multiracial and francophone communities. And our 
Non-theatrical Film Fund assisted 44 educational, training and socially empowering films 
targeted to schools, libraries and community groups. 


In response to fiscal constraint, the OFDC completed a cost-cutting exercise. We also devel- 
oped a computerized information system to improve the efficiency and effectiveness of our 


program monitoring. 


The OFDC is looking forward to continued partnership with our colleagues in the film and 
television industry to create economic and cultural benefits for the people of Ontario.

The OFDC’s 41 employees this year 
worked in seven major areas: 
Production and Development, Sales and 
Distribution, Location Promotion and 
Services, the Ontario Film Investment 
Program, the Non-theatrical Film Fund, 
Business and Legal Affairs and 
Corporate Management. 


n 1992-93, the OFDC committed 
equity investments totalling $3.9 
million to six high-quality feature films 
and 15 promising television 
productions. 


Our largest investment — $725,000 - 
went to Camilla, a $10 million Canada- 
United Kingdom co-production 
packaged around stars Jessica Tandy 
and Bridget Fonda. This high-profile 
feature film represents an exceptional 
career opportunity for the project's 
Ontario-based producer, director and 
screenwriter. The OFDC also invested 
in a co-venture feature project with 
Quebec — Love and Human Remains - 
and low-budget films Paris, France, 
Zero Patience and Thirty Two Short 
Films About Glenn Gould. 


In television, documentaries claimed 
about half the funds committed. Other 
television investments included the TV 
movie Lifeline to Victory and the 
children’s special Nilus the Sandman: 
The First Day, our first co-venture with 
British Columbia. 


OFDC-financed films continued to earn 
national and international recognition. 
The 1992 Toronto Festival of Festivals 
showcased four OFDC-backed features 
in the Perspective Canada series, and 
screened Ron Mann’s documentary 
Twist at the closing night gala. 

We assisted three projects that won 
1992 Genie Awards for Canadian film 
— including Best Picture Naked Lunch. 
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PRODUCTION AND DEVELOPMENT

The TV mini-series The Sound and the 
Silence won three Gemini awards for 
excellence in Canadian television. 
And the performing arts documentary 
Pictures on the Edge garnered a 1992 
International Emmy. 


OFDC-backed films also scored with 
television viewers. The Diviners 
achieved the highest rating for any two- 
hour movie on the CBC English language 
network in the 1992-93 season, with an 
audience of almost 1.8 million. 


In addition to financing production, the 
OFDC supports filmmaking in the early 
creative and financial stages, such as 
research, screenwriting and financial 
packaging. We committed a total of 
$893,900 in development loans to as- 
sist producers with 90 new or ongoing 
projects — 71 in feature film and 19 in 
television. We also committed to loan 
a total of $112,500 to nine Ontario 
screenwriters to turn treatments into 
feature film scripts. 


Through special projects funding, the 
OFDC fosters the development and 
showcasing of Canadian talent. This 
year, we supported 37 special projects 
— including our annual grants to such 
key organizations as the Toronto 
Festival of Festivals and the Academy of 
Canadian Cinema and Television. 


In addition, we helped sponsor the 
1992 congress of the IMZ, an interna- 
tional organization that links the 
performing arts with broadcasters. This 
Toronto event, the first IMZ meeting in 
North America, highlighted Ontario per- 
formers to media executives from 
around the world. 


We provided a grant to the Canadian 
Native Arts Foundation to prepare a ref- 
erence guide on First Nations talent and 
skills in film and video production. 

And our funds assisted the Black Film & 
Video Network to organize an intern- 
ship program placing three candidates 
in creative positions with production 
companies.

t is vitally important not only to 
make Canadian movies — but also to 
give audiences the opportunity to see 
them. A major objective of the OFDC is 
to get Ontario films in theatres and on 
television within Canada and 
internationally. 


SALES AND DISTRIBUTION 


Marketing Ontario films at home and abroad 


This year, the OFDC organized group 
sales missions involving a total of 30 
distributors. Destinations were MIP-TV 
and MIPCOM, two mgior television mar- 
kets in France, as well as the Montreal 
Film, Television and Video Market. We 
also supported 11 solo missions to the 
National Association of Television 
Program Executives in San Francisco, 
the Monte Carlo International TV Market 
and other trade shows. 


Two OFDC-financed films, Darrell 
Wasyk’s Mustard Bath and Ron Mann’s 
Twist, were screened at the prestigious 
Berlin Film Festival in February 1993. 
The German distributor of Twist used the 
festival as a launching pad for the film’s 
theatrical release in Germany. The 
OFDC was on the scene in Berlin to sup- 
port the Ontario sales effort. 


Other OFDC-backed films opening in in- 
ternational markets this year were Bruce 
McDonald’s Highway 61 and Gail 
Singer’s Wisecracks, both in the United 
States, and Atom Egoyan’s The Adjuster, 
in the U.S. and Germany. 
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Robert Clothier and Hrant Alianak in Screenlife 
Incorporated’s “Acts of War” 


At home, an OFDC pilot program to as- 
sist Ontario repertory cinemas with the 
exhibition of Canadian films concluded 
in September 1992. Twelve participat- 
ing theatres received grants for innova- 
tive marketing activities during the year. 


To encourage marketing strategies at an 
early stage of film projects, the OFDC 
offers funds to producers to launch their 
movies in the Ontario market. Nine 
loans were approved in 1992-93. 


The Sales Office at the Toronto Festival 
of Festivals recorded a 30 per cent in- 
crease in the number of international 
buyers using the facilities this year. Co- 
ordinated by the OFDC and the festival 
organizers, the office has become a reg- 
ular stop on the global film sales circuit. 


ore than 200 film 
commissions worldwide 
are vying to attract on-location shooting. 
The OFDC is waging an aggressive cam- 
paign to lure this highly mobile business 
to Ontario. 


This year 19 foreign and 62 Canadian 
projects shot in the province. For the 
first time an hour-length foreign-financed 
television series filmed here: Class of ‘96. 
Major feature films shot in Ontario 
included Guilty as Sin with Rebecca de 
Mornay and Don Johnson, Life with 
Mikey starring Michael J. Fox and 
Paramount Pictures’ Searching for 
Bobby Fischer. 


The OFDC played a lead role in The 
Canada Connection — a gala reception 
and informative symposium for the 
Hollywood production community in 
early March 1993. The Los Angeles

event promoted Canadian on-location 
shooting and co-ventures between 
Canadian producers and their U.S.

casting directors. She took the 
occasion to announce that the OFDC will 
produce a video showcasing Ontario's 
diversity of performing talent. 


To maintain a year-round presence 
among Hollywood decision-makers, 
Ontario this year based a full-time mar- 
keting agent in Los Angeles. This post- 
ing was a joint venture by the OFDC, 
the Ontario Ministry of Economic 
Development and Trade and the City of 
Toronto. Also in Los Angeles, the OFDC 
for the second year spearheaded joint 
marketing activities by Canadian film 
commissions and the federal government 
at Location Expo, the annual trade show. 


In the European market the OFDC 
participated in Cine Expo, the annual 
meeting of the Association of Film 
Commissioners International, held in 
Munich. This June 1992 event led 
directly to the shooting of the film 
Tafelspitz in Ontario. 


The OFDC’s locations library this year 
recorded 2,275 visits to view files and 
photos on potential film sites. We also 
completed 125 location scouting projects. 
And to help smooth shooting, we 
continued to participate in the City of 
Toronto’s Film Liaison Industry Committee. 


n January 1993 the government 

announced the renewal of the 
Ontario Film Investment Program (OFIP) 
for two more years, until March 31, 
1995. Funding for the program will re- 
main at the current level of $14 million 
annually. The government's decision 
was a tribute to OFIP’s success in main- 
taining investment in Ontario film 
production despite reduced federal tax 
incentives. 


In 1992-93 OFIP committed rebates to- 
talling $14.1 million to Ontario investors 
in 37 Canadian film and television pro- 
ductions based in this province. The OFIP 
incentives stimulated $126.7 million in 
film activity, creating hundreds of jobs. 


Introduced in 1989, OFIP immediately 
became the energizing force behind 
Ontario’s independent film and 
television production industry. In its first 
three years of operation, the program 
supported more than 70 per cent of in- 
dependent production in Ontario, apart 
from variety shows. 
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Of the 1992-93 OFIP projects, 31 were 
television productions and six were fea- 
ture films. Assisted projects ranged 
from The Tin Soldier, a performing arts 
ballet filmed in Ottawa, to | Love a Man 
in Uniform, a feature film by executive 
producer Alexandra Raffe, producer 
Paul Brown and writer/director 

David Wellington. 


Each year OFDC staff meet with industry 
representatives to review OFIP’s perfor- 
mance, policies and guidelines. These 
consultations resulted in revisions to 

the program guidelines, beginning 


April 1, 1992. 


The new guidelines allow private funds 
from outside Ontario to be included in 
the eligible investment amount used to 
calculate the rebate. This provision en- 
courages producers to raise financing 
from outside the province, while main- 
taining the principle that the resulting 
subsidy is payable only to Ontario 
residents. 


Under OFIP, a specific per-

must be spent in Ontario. 
In the past, however, certain non- 
Ontario costs could be excluded from 
this calculation. A new guideline maxi- 
mizes benefits to the province by calcu- 
lating Ontario expenditures as a 
percentage of the entire budget, with no 
exemptions permitted. 


In addition, we now require threshold 
documentation to be submitted and ap- 
proved before OFIP funds are reserved 
for a project. This policy was implemen- 
ted to ensure that OFIP dollars are allo- 
cated only to complete applications 
which, for example, have secured full 
financing and a distributor. This guide- 
line change resulted in the receipt of 
OFIP applications being more evenly 
spread out through the year. 


These revised guidelines were enthusias- 
tically re-affirmed at the industry consul- 
tation in February 1993 and further 
refinements were endorsed for 
implementation in 1993-94.

he Non-theatrical Film Fund has 

been renewed for 1993-94 with a 
$650,000 allocation, the same level as 
this year, according to a January 1993 
government announcement. Renewal of 
this valuable program was strongly ad- 
vocated by Ontario’s film community as 
crucial to the survival of the non-theatri- 
cal sector. 


The OFDC fund supports the creation of 
an independent Ontario point of view in 
the face of intense foreign competition 
in the educational video marketplace. 

In 1992-93 we committed grants 
"totalling $602,100 to develop, produce 
or market 44 films not intended primar-

ily for broadcast or theatrical showing. 
Combined budgets for the assisted pro- 
jects were nearly $3 million. 


Established in 1990, the fund responds 
to the growing use of films and video 
materials in learning settings of all 
kinds, particularly the educational sys- 
tem. Through the fund we support an 
enormous variety of quality films 
targeted to schools, libraries, 
community groups, institutions and other 
specialized audiences. 


Among the projects assisted in 1992-93 
were Energy: the Pulse of Life for the 
early grade school curriculum; A Child’s 
Grief to help adults understand how 
children react to the loss of a loved one; 
the anti-smoking video First Time & 
Anytime; and a business training film 
You’re Hired: Customer Service.

Films backed by the program garnered 
several awards this year. Battle of the 
Bulge was named best live-action short 
drama at the 1992 Genie Awards. 
Speaking of Courage, a film about chil- 
dren who stutter, won a Silver Apple at 
the 1993 National Educational Film and 
Video Festival in San Francisco. 


And two OFDC-supported films received 
Golden Sheaf awards at the 1993 
Yorkton Film Festival in Saskatchewan: 
Locked In, Locked Out - about mothers 
in the penal system — won in the short 
documentary category and Survivors — 
concerning AIDS in the black community 
— was honoured for best drama over 30 
minutes and best original music. 


usiness and Legal Affairs works 

with all OFDC program areas to 
ensure that the deal-making side of 
OFDC operations is appropriately 
managed. The division’s role is to 
guarantee accountability and see that 
the OFDC’s interests are protected in all 
investments, loans and grants. 


BUSINESS AND LEGAL AFFAIRS 


Ensuring accountability in business relationships 


In concert with program staff, the divi- 
sion reviews all submissions for OFDC 
assistance, assesses the viability of 
projects and negotiates all program 
contracts on the Corporation's behalf. 

In 1992-93, 234 contracts were concluded, 
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In structuring production deals this year, 
we tightened provisions for recoupment 
of OFDC investments. It is especially 
crucial in a time of limited resources to 
recoup funds for reinvestment in other 
film projects. 


During the year Business and Legal 
Affairs monitored 650 files for loan 
repayment or investment recoupment. 
In all, we collected revenues totalling 
$917467 which will be channelled 


back into programs to assist the industry. 


In recent years film production has be- 
come more reliant on government fund- 
ing agencies. The government share of 
the budgets of OFDC-financed films rose 
from an average of 56 per cent in 1986 
to 68 per cent in 1991. In this climate 
we are encouraging producers to spread 
the risks by seeking more diverse sources 
of funding, such as foreign presales, 
interprovincial co-ventures and inter- 
national co-productions. 


This year the OFDC invested in four in- 
terprovincial projects — one with British 
Columbia, one with Quebec and two 
with Nova Scotia — as well as in a major 
international co-production with the 
United Kingdom. Business and Legal 
Affairs negotiated the complex financial 
arrangements involved in these projects. 


The OFDC fosters sound business prac- 
tices by advising and counselling film- 
makers and production companies 
doing business with the Corporation. 
Three OFDC divisions — Business and 
Legal Affairs, Sales and Distribution and 
Production and Development — work 
with producers to ensure that effective 
marketing plans and strong distribution 
contracts are in place for each film.

he Corporate Management 
Division oversees the OFDC’s ad- 
ministrative functions, co-ordinates man- 
agement processes and evolves 
government policies on the film and 
video industry. 


This year Corporate Management devel- 
oped a new computerized information 
system linking all OFDC program areas, 
and readied it for implementation. The 
new system will track the OFDC’s finan- 
cial commitments, as well as capturing 
other project-related and client-related 
information. With this customized data- 
base, we will be able to gauge more 
precisely the impact of our programs. 


CORPORATE MANAGEMENT 


Managing operations and shaping policies 


In 1992-93 the Provincial Auditor con- 
ducted the first operational audit of the 
OFDC, co-ordinated through Corporate 
Management. This project involved an 
assessment of the OFDC’s program eval- 
vation methods and other management 
processes, as well as the traditional 
financial tests. 


During the year the OFDC completed a 
review of the operations of the Canadian 
Film Centre, atraining facility for emerging 
filmmakers, and Cinemathéque Ontario, 
a resource centre operating a film series 
and film library. We projected the long- 
term budgetary requirements of these 
key components of Ontario’s film infra- 
structure, and offered advice on dealing 
with a difficult economic environment. 


Cost-cutting remained a top priority for 
the OFDC due to financial constraints. 
Significant savings were achieved in 
corporate overheads and in the corpo- 
rate communications area. 


In 1992-93 the OFDC made a written 
submission to the Canadian Radio- 
Television and Telecommunications 
Commission (CRTC) on the future struc- 
ture of Canadian broadcasting. Our 
main concern was to maintain and 
strengthen the role of the independent 
production sector — which creates 
Canadian content as well as economic 
benefits — in the new broadcasting 
environment. 


The Ministry of Culture, Tourism and 
Recreation has announced a maior re- 
view of Ontario’s cultural industries. 
The OFDC consulted with the Ministry 
on participation by the film and 
television sector. 


This year marked a significant turnover 
in our board of directors. Corporate 
Management co-ordinated the introduc- 
tion of 11 new board members to 


the OFDC.

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NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


For the year ended March 31, 1993 


1. BACKGROUND 

The Corporation was established, without share capital, on January 30, 1986 by Regulation 37/86 under 
section 5 of the Development Corporations Act. The main purpose of the Corporation is to create and stimu- 
late employment and investment in the Ontario film industry. 


2. SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 
The Corporation’s financial statements have been prepared by management using a modified cash basis of 
accounting. The significant accounting policies used to prepare these statements are summarized below: 


(i) Revenue is recorded when received and expenditure is recorded when disbursed. An additional 14 
days is allowed to pay for administrative expenses pertaining to the fiscal year just ended. 


(ii) Fixed asset costs are recorded as expenditure in the year of acquisition. 
3. CASH AND SHORT-TERM DEPOSITS AND SURPLUS 
Cash and short-term deposits and surplus consist mainly of the unspent balance of grants received from the 


Ministry of Culture, Tourism and Recreation for specific purposes.
